No 
comment will be necessary. or forth- 
coming ; yet I hope to be on the high seas 
before they appear in print. 


Fable 


Once upon a time there was a farmer 
who lived in the wilds of Glemeree. He 
had. no skill in English. 

His» éducation: began in 1932. 

The farmer for many. years reared his 
few head of cattle, sowed his potatoes, 
beat his wife, and-threw down his pennies 
for a pint of plain. 

One sunny autumn day he heard it 
rumoured that in the big city below the 
bright young ones of the aristocracy were 
lepping mad for potato leaves to wear in 
their hair. (Note for the historian:, the 
wretched’ peasant had confused, through 
his ignorance of the foreign tongue, 
potato leaves with permanent waves.) 

The farmer saddled his ass—who pro- 
bably knew better—stacked the cart with 

otato leaves, and set off down the foot-

He made his way through the maelstrom 
of Rathmines, dissuaded his ass from join- 
ing the barge horses at Portobello; with 
strange oaths terrified the schoolboys of 
Harcourt street, and came at last to the 
end of St. Stephen’s Green.

Ashley Dukes made somé very interestin 
references to the urgency of a study o 
cinema technique by playwrights, especi- 
ally young playwrights. As a playwright 
of considerable experience, no less than 
as a theatre director and a dramatic 
critic, Mr. Ashley Dukes occupies a very 
fine position from which to make sug- 
gestions for the future of the spoken and 
living drama in the theatre. He was one 
of the first to present the work of the 
German expressionist dramatists in Eng- 
land, with Toller’s ‘The’ Machine 
Wreckers’’ and Kaiser's ‘‘From Morn to 
Midnight,” and in these plays the 
technique of the cinema had plainly been 
visible. In his own most popular play, 
“The Man With a Load of Mischief,” the 
fluent methods of the screen had been 
preferred to the more a traditional 
technique of the stage. en he set out 
to make a comprehensive study of the con- 
temporary drama some ten or a dozen 
years ago, Mr. Dukes also displayed a 
preference for the looser form, so that all 
the dramatists who found favour in his 
eyes. were at that time practising the 
tricks which they had learned from the 
screen. It may be, of course, that the screen 
learned a great deal from the methods of the 
expressionist dramatists; the methods of 
the French film director Rene Claire bear

Plays on the Screen 


It is the opinion of Mr. Ashley Dukes 
that nine-tenths of the plays presented on 
the London stage nowadays would be much | 
better bel gon “ia as films. He 
suppo this contenti y saying that 
when the plays are later made. into films 
they are infinitely better on the screen 
than they were on the stage. There is a 
great deal to be said in support of this 
contention ; but there is, likewise, a great 
deal to be said against it. Dublin 
audiences had recently an opportunity to 
judge the matter for themselves when they 
saw such plays as ‘‘ Winterset,’ “ The 
Last of Mrs. Cheney,’’ and “ The Plough 
and the Stars,’’ on the screen. It may 

that Dublin audiences know nothing about 
the merits of Maxwell Anderson’s : most 
successful verse play, “ Winterset,’ as 
so far they have not been allowed 
to see it on the stage. American 
audiences which have seen it on stage 
and screen have, on the whole, given their

verdict in favour of the screen, but that 
preference might have been equally pro- 
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nounced if the film had been based upon 
the latest Broadway farce. The screen 
version of “ The Last of Mrs. Cheney ”’ 
certainly brought out more than the stage 
erformance; but nothing will convince 
iscerning audiences that the film of “The 
Plough and the Stars” is an improvement 
on the stage play. It is somewhat signi- 
ficant that the stage is being used in 
London and New York in testing the 
dramatic possibilities of plays for screen 
use, and that the financiers of the studios 
are now largely controlling the theatre. 


Rhythm of the Time 


If writers composed their plays in tune 
with the rhythm of their time they could, 


HH, to Mr. Dukes, accomplish some- 
thing. He thought the technigue of the 
cinema valuable to the young writer, 


because its study would enable the theatre 
to develop its own technigue, and not 
permit itself to become stagnant. One 
effect of the screen technique in the con- 
temporary theatre has been to loosen the 
accepted construction of plays; the tradi- 
tional act form has been largely discarded 
in favour of a series of rapidly-moving 
scenes. The acceptance of this cinematic 
technique has brought the biographical 
play into popular favour, and has given 

new vitality to historical plays and to th 
sociological drama. When all this has been 
said it still remains to be said that the 
theatre has given infinitely more to the 
cinema than the cinema has yet repaid. 
Not only have the most popular plays of 
the stage in all ages been bdented to the 
needs of the screen, but in a great number 
of instances little or no ‘change in con- 
struction or sequence was needed. The dis- 
tinct contribution of Henrik Ibsen—the 
dramatic form by which that master- 
dramatist combated the notion of the 
“‘well-miade play ’’—gave to the film- 
makers their notions of the flash-back, and 
the simultaneous presentation of past and 
present in the lives of characters. This 
notion of the continuity of time is much 
older than either Mr. Dunne or Mr. 
Priestley, but, perhaps, the cinema tech- 
nique may make it easier to use in the 
construction of stage and screen plays in 
the immediate future. Whether the 
rhythm of the time, as Mr. Ashley Dukes- 
understands the term, can be presented ac- 
curately on stage or screen is another 
matter. It is not sufficient to be shocking 
in theme or construction to be in tune 
with the pulse and rhythm of the time. 
In the most hectic periods life had alwa 

its quiet undercurrents and backgrounds. 


Kipling and Flaherty 


The combination of Rudyard Kiplin 
and Robert Flaherty in ‘‘ Elephant Boy,’ 
which is at the Stephen’s Green Cinema 
this week, gives magnificent results. The 
story is of the simplest kind: merely the 
dream of a boy that he may one day 
become a great driver of elephants like his 
father. The boy’s father is killed, and a 
great elephant mourns with the boy. An 
elephant, it is said, always remembers; 
certainly Kala Nag remembered, and 
attacked his new driver in vicious fashion. 
Toomai, the elephant boy, soothes the 
great beast, but a misunderstanding turns 
them both into the jungle. The film runs 
into a magnificent climax in an elephant 
hunt, and to the triumph of Toomai of the 
Elephants. Sabu, the Indian boy who is 
the star.of the film, will be one of the 
delights of a ng’ delightful film. 
Children will love “ Elephant Boy,” but 
it is really a film for adults to linger over.

he offensive is described as the best 
organised ever made by the Government 
forces.

Ambassador at Bagdad, has been 
appointed to succeed him in China, 
and ‘* will proceed to China as soon 
as possible.” Sir Hughe is to be 
recommended for appointment to 
another post ‘‘ in due course.” 

The change was announced in the follow- 
ing statement from the Foreign Office last

valescence it had been hoped that it would 
be possible to leave H.M. Embassy in 
China in the charge of the Counsellor of 
the Embassy until the Ambassador was 
able to return to China in the spring. 

““ Reeent events in the Far East, coupled 
with the uncertainty as to the actual dato 
by which Sir H. Knatchbull-Hugessen 
will, in fact, be fit to return to duty !.as,

CONFIDENCE IN MR. HOWE 


“It is now considered that, notwith- 
standing the complete confidence which is 
felt in Mr. Howe, the Counsellor of the 
Embassy, it is essential that the United 
Kingdom Government should be repre- 
sented in China by a diplomat of Ambas- 
sadorial rank, and that arrangements to 
such an end should be made vith the least 
possible delay. ' 

“It has, therefore, been decided that 
Sir H. Knatchbull-Hugessen should not 
return to China, but should be recom- 
mended for appointment to another post 
in due course. 

“In his place the King has approved 
the appointment of Sir Archibald John 
Kerr Clark Kerr, His Majesty's Ambas. 
sador Extraordinary and Plenipotentiary 
at Bagdad, to be Ambassador Extra- 
ordinary and Plenipotentiary in China. 

“Sir Archibald Clark Kerr will pro- 
ceed to China as soon as possible.’’ 


A SCOT 


Sir Archibald Clark Kerr has been 
Ambassador in Baghdad since 1935. He 
entered the Diplomatic Service in 1906. 
He is 55, and was born at Hamilton, 
Lanarkshire. 

Sir Hughe Knatchbull-Hugessen, who is 
51, has been Ambassador to China since 
1936. He was wounded by a bullet on 
August 26th, when Japanese aeroplanes 
attacked the car in which he was travelling 
with members of his staff. His condition 
was so serious that he had to take a blood 
transfusion, but he later made good 
prosress, and left hospital on September 


The British Government asked for “the 
fullest measure of redress,’ and Japan 
sent a Note expressing deep regret for the 
incident. This apology was accepted.

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PANAY INQUIRY 


Findings, differing widely from the 
survivors’ accounts, were contained 
in the Japanese report on the Panay. 
incident, which Major - General 
Harada read out to a Press confer- 
ence in Shanghai yesterday, says a 
Press Association Foreign Special 
telegram. 

Some of the survivors were present, and 
the long, vaguely-worded Japanese state- 
ment was greeted with an extraordinary 
barrage of questions, many of them ex: 
tremely caustic. 

The main Japanese conclusions are — 

1—That Japanese ’planes bombed the 
Panay (though Major-General Harada 
said that three machines took part, while 
the survivors contended that at first three, 
and later six, planes were concerned in 
the bombing). 

2—That the Panay fired three cannon- 
shots at Japanese army units. (Survivors 
said that this was utterly incorrect.) 

.3—That the Japanese army units did not 
fire on the Panay. (This was also hotly 
disputed. ) 

Major-General Harada emphasised that 
the Japanese company commander whose 
troops were involved in the incident 
““does not consider that he was at fault.”* 


CRUISER’S DASH 


H.M. ‘cruiser Capetown (4,200 tons), 
which is engaged on a 700-mile dash down 
the Yangtse from Hankow to Shanghai, 
spent last night at Wuhu, fifty miles from 
Nanking, says a Hankow telegram. 

She is continuing her journey to-day, 
but it is possible that she may not be 
able to get past the boom at Kiangyin. 

Although the Japanese have breached 
the boom there may not be sufficient water 
in the breach to allow the Capetown to 
pass. She draws 174 feet of water. 

The decision to send her dashing down 
the Yangtse against closing booms and a 
falling river level is regarded as reflecting 
the serious view taken of the present 
situation by the British authorities. 

Meanwhile Rear-Admiral Crabbe, Senior 
Naval Officer, Yangtse, is leaving for 
Hong Kong by "plane this morning. 

There are eight British gunboats on 
this side of the booms—the Falcon, at 
Chunking; the Tern, at Ichang; the 
Sandpiper, at Changsha—where she 
will remain all winter owing to the 
shallow water—the Gannet, Cock- 
chafer, and Gnat; the Peterel, at 
Hankow, and the Mantis, at Kivu- 
kiang. 

On the other side of the booms are the 
Scarab, at Wuhu; the Cricket, Bee and 
Aphis, at Nanking, and the Ladybird, at 
Shanghai. 


AIR RAID SCARE

at about mid-day yesterday.

ECONOMIC DISPUTE 


DISCUSSED 


The Minister for Agriculture submitted for 
circulation among the members pamphlets 
showing the measures which had been taken 
by the Department to stabilise the prices of 
creamery butter.

Mr. J. Tunney said that the Government 
was always anxious to settle the economic 
war honourably, but they would not sur- 
render, The Government was not responsible 
for the dispute, and it was up to every Irish- 
man worthy of the name to stand behind the 
Government, which had done a good deal of 
work and created employment in recent years.

The Good Companions gave a delightful 
concert of madrigals and Christmas Carols in 
the Aberdeen of the Gresham Hotel, 
Dublin, last night. It is very noticeable how 
constant working yt peer has moulded these 
singers, so many of whom are strongly in- 
dividualistic, into a vywell-balanced team, 
whose different parts blend together like a 
smooth-running machine, and at the same 
time preserve life and spontaneity in their 
singing. ‘This sinking of self, of course, is 
the mark of true artistry. and makes for 
reater enjoyment of such madrigals as 

orley’s ‘‘Sing and we chant it,” or the 
delicate “Flora gave me fairest flowers,” of 
Wilbye. How thoroughly these singers 
capture the message of their songs was well 
brought out in the humorous treatment of 
Vautor’s “Sweet Suffolk owl,’’ where the call 
of the bird was most realistically achieved. 
Very enjoyable, too, was the singing of 
Weelkes’s lovely madrigal, “As Vesta was 
from Latmos Hill descending.’’ 

The programme of Christmas carols was

WRAPPERS 
TYRONE DECISION

The marking of the wrappers in which 
Australian butter was packed was the subject 
of a case stated, heard by Mr. Justice Brown 
and Mr. Justice Megaw in the King’s Bench, 
Belfast, to-day. 

The Newtownstewart Model Dairy, Lid., 
Co. Tyrone, was prosecuted for failure to 
comply with the Merchandise Marks Act in 
reference to the conspicuous indication of the 
place of origin of the butter. 

Reading the case stated by Mr. J. O. H. 
Long, R M., at Newtownstewart Petty 
Sessions on September 16, Mr. Dougherty 
said that an inspector visited the defendants’ 
creamery on May 11, and found dairymaids 
making up pounds of butter, which the head 
d d said was Empire butter from 
A The wording on the wrapper was 
“From the finest pastures in the British 
Empire.” Local butter was wrapped with a 
label, ‘Finest butter from the pastures of 
Tyrone among the bushes.” 

The Resident. Magistrate dismissed the 
summons for failing to indicate the place of 
origin, and gave two guineas costs against 
the prosecutor, 

Giving judgment to-day Mr. Justice Brown 
said that if the one word ‘Empire’ had 
been on the wrapper, apart from the other 
question whether it was conspicuous, the first 
alternative of the Act in regard to marking 
was complied with. .He came to the con- 
clusion that the case should be remitted to 
the Resident Magistrate. 

Mr. Justice Megaw, concurring, said that

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LAND COMMISSION 
REBUKED 


“TAKING LAND FROM 
POOR PEOPLE ”

DUNDALK, Monday. 


Louth County Council to-day asked the Land 
Commission not to persist in dispossessing 
from their holdings several families in Drum- 
cashel who eleven years ago obtained divisions 
of land in that area. It is alleged that the 
land is being taken on the grounds that some 
of the tenants were sub-letting the land. 

Mr. Patrick McGuinness said there was 
terrible hardship involved. One woman whose 
husband had died was so poor that she had 
to get home assistance, her large family being 
young, with the eldest boy only thirteen 

ears. In an endeavour to live and keep the 
and until the son was able to work she had 
sub-let it. Another farm was taken from a 
man who was sick in bed, and a third was 
held by two old women, one eighty-one years 
and the other seventy-nine years. 

The Chairman (Mr. James T. McGee) said 
that some of the land was “terribly bad,’’ 
and demonstrated the necessity for having 
lands divided ‘‘ not by inspectors or 
people had a pull,” but through the Courts, 
where the facts were fully considered. For 
eleven years these people had been in the 
lands, and they alleged that an inspector had 
come to them and asked them to sign some 
documents. If the land was to have been 
taken from these people they should at t 
have been warned, and no Government depart- 
ment should ever have got them to sign 
documents without telling them that they 
should have legal advice. 

Letters were read from Messrs. Aiken and 
Walsh, T.D.s, that they were taking the 
matter up with the Minister for Lands. 

The Council appointed a a Mr. 
McGuinness stating that in the season of 
Christmas it would be terrible if they left the 
unfortunate people in the plight in which 
they had now been placed.
